HEIGHTS LESS THAN 1/4 WAVELENGTH

It is known that the field strength generated by a vertical 
antenna is proportional to the current indicated at the base of 
the antenna. It is desirable, therefore, to increase this cur- 
rent indication by any means available. One way is to increase 
the power output from the transmitter. When the power of the 
transmitter is a finite value and limited, only an increase in 
the effectivenese of the radiating system will then increase 
the field strength. 


Top loading with a capacity ring or plate 
as well ag center loading with a High-Q 


antenna with a resultant increase in the 
fieid etrength. For mobile operations a 
capacity ring or plate on top of a vertical 
antenna is not aiways mechanically feasible, 
while center loading with a High -Q coil 
limits the frequency range over which euch 
a system is effective. 


A new and novel method for overcoming 


it has indicated a capability to increase 
the field strength generated over a simple 
vertical wire of comperable height. The | 
new antenna ie made up as follows: UU 


Starting from the top of any vertical a 
support, such aa a bamboo fishing pole or t 
glass rod of sny desirable height, an enamel | 
covered copper wire of #16, 14 or 12 B and $ | 
gagege is started at the top after fastening 
with rubber tape. Then at the 8" point the g.% 
wire is turned back up for 4" then down for cs 
12", acain turned up for 4", again turned 
down for 12", ete.to the bottom of the ~ 
supporting pole. As the wire ig turned first 
up and then down it is placed 120° from the 
Other wire so that the three wires are 
spaced equidigtant around the supporting 
pole. 


The effect of turning the antenna wire up and then down is te 
decrease the total inductance of this radiating system end to in- 
crease its effective capacity resulting in an increased current 
indication at the base of this antenna for the same power input 
previously applied to a conventional simple wire antenna of the 
game height. In addition to the increased field strength ¢f

ated by thie antenna it was also found to bs capable of operating 
over a greatly increased frequency range with comparable salgnal 
atrength reports for the 2683 Ke Boat frequency and the 3995 Ke 
amateur frequency used by mobiles, the transmitter power remain- 
ing the same. At 3995 Ke the antenna was 1/16 wave length high. 


One-third is added to the usual fortula for finding the 
length of wire in feet required for 1/2 wavelength. For a 
grounded 1/4 wavelength vertical antenna but one-half of this 
length is required. In each case the resulting physical length 
of the antenna after folding would shrink to two-thirds of the 
conventional antenra length. For very high frequencies the 
folded antennal would allow 3/4 wave operation at the usual 
length of the conventional 1/2 wavelength antenna and with 
lmproved resulte.

Also in the works are modifications to the receiver section 
of the Heathkit GW-10 to permit 10 meter operetion, and a design 
for converting old Fil tuners into aireraft beacon monitors.
